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Amend the Irish Poor Law Acts. 



W HEREAS it is expedient to give to the Poor law Com- Preamble, 
missioners in Ireland permissive Powers similar to those 
possessed by the Poor law Board in England in respect 
to affording Out-door Relief to the able-bodied Poor : Be it enacted 
5 by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice 
and Consent of the lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, 
m this present Parliament assembled, and bv the Authority of the 
same, as follows : 



1. It shall be lawful for the Commissioners for administering the 
10 laws for Relief of the Poor in 1-eland, by such Rules, Orders, or 
Regulations as they may think fit, to declare to what Extent and for 
what Period the Relief to be given to able-bodied Persons, or to their 
Families, in any particular Union, may be administered out of the 
Workhouse of such Union, by Payment in Money, or with Pood or 
15 Clothing in Kind, or partly in Kind and partly in Money, and in 
what Proportions, to what Persons or Class of Persons, at wliat 
Times and Places, on what Conditions, and in what Manner such 
Out-door Relief may be afforded : Provided always, that in case the 
Guardians of the Poor of any Union to which such Orders or 
[ BiU 61 ’] Regulations 
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2 Poor Law (Inland) Acts Amendment. 

Emulations shall bo addressed shall, upon consideration of the
